Light Therapy Growing Popular and Is of Great Benefit 


in Many Cases, Says Authority, But It Should 


Not Be Used Indiscriminately

apy," which is 
the name used 
for the treat- 
ment of certain 
a i l m e n t s by 
rays of light,

who has re- 
ceived training in this subject. The 
ultra-violet rays are extremely 
beneficial, but also dangerous if 
iiandled carelessly. 


When the skin is exposed to the 
rays of a carbon lamp, certain com- 
plex changes taxe place. The most 
marked of these fa shown in the 
blood. TheronsliJucnts of U:« blood, 
nnmpjy th«- red and white c*1!!?. the 
platelets, the fluid part of the Wood.

Wlien exposed to the ultra-violet 


ray, the red blood cells are slightly 
incerased In number. Alter continu- 
ous treatment the coloring matter 
increases. It Is believed, too. there 
may be slight increase in the num- 
ber or white blood cells. 
The blood platelets are tiny sub- 


stances found in the blood stream. 
For a long time the functions of 
these bodies were not known. It is 
now believed they have something 
to do with the resistance of the body 
to infection. In acute Infectious 
diseases, a» coryza. measles. In- 
fluenza. tbe blood platelets are de- 
creased In number. 
Following exposure to the ultra- 


violot rays, the platelets are In- 
creased. It is Interesting to note 
that in animals kept in the dark and 
away from 
sunlight, there Is a 


marked decrease in the number of 
these platelets.
